Nearly 2000 Boro Republicans Appear 
To Prefer Stassen As GOP Candidate 

Our Town reported last week that only 25% of the regis- 
tered voters in Narberth went to the primary polls and of 
this small number more than 400 Republicans wrote in the 
name of Harold E. Stassen as their choice for President. 
(Twelve Republicans in the First District wrote in Truman's 
name). So far as is known, the local political workers made 
no drive for any specific candidate, but that point has not 
been checked with Joe White, whose phone did not answer 
over the week-end. 

John Cummings, however, believes that Hie Montgomery 
County Organization did put on the heat for Stassen, but the 
astute Fred Peters gives the impression that it would not 
make political sense to step in on a "straw vtite" and really, 
opines our county chief, what would be gained by doing so? 

Applying the Gallup "quintomensional" formula, and 
granting that Narberth people, generally speaking, average 
the same good garden variety, with children to rear and a 
living to make, the calculation would serve to establish that 
there are nearly 2000 citizens in this small ph;< e who Would 
like to see the enterprising young man from ^Minnesota as 
their next President. From many standpoints, that is a very 
significant sign and it could denote that the people at large 
are highly skeptical of the usual politics and do not intend to 
have their country's destiny for the next four terribly im- 
portant years made a matter of private decisions arrived at 
in smoke-filled rooms. 

Perhaps it will seem to come with ill grace from one who 
voted four times for Roosevelt to intrude his viewpoint on 
what some may think is a strictly household matter, but the 
man who puts his party before his country is as bad as any 
Communist, or, to put it another way, he is exactly the same 
as any Communist. 

• ]f Truman insists on running, there is little doubt that 
the GOP will land the prize, provided their candidate is ac- 
ceptable to those millions of mugwumps who turn the. tide 
every time America changes rts political leadership. There 
are not enough dyed-in-the-wool Democrats in the country to 
ever assure a Democratic national victory and the record 
proves that Cleveland and Wilson and Roosevelt won only by 
the aid of voters who are normally Republicans. 

For the ten years starting in 1922 the history now being 
written (and in the aloof and objective manner in which 
authentic history should always be recorded) reveals how 
badly the Republican Party served the nation at that interval 
mid how deeply such mismanagement made its mark on em- 
bittered Americans. One of the numerous studies of this 
kind is called "This is Normalcy" and it is important enough, 
and expensive enough, to keep in active circulation among 
those who wish to know more than their hide-bound news- 
papers tell them. Those who want to borrow this reporter's 
copy should telephone for it and they need not be afraid that 
it is mere propaganda nor anything except what it actually 
is; an impartial, intelligent and intensive research of what it 
was that brought this country to such a sorry pass, perhaps 
the most indefensible era of our entire history. 

Nevertheless, the people, frustrated as never before, 
seem willing to return to the Republicans if they feel they 
have been properly chastened, but certainly some political 
leaders show precious little understanding of the present 
-mood when, as a case in point, they expected Pennsylvania!^ 
to vote for the always uneasy and awkwardly talented Sen- 
ator Martin, even in the nominal capacity of "favorite son." 
The Republicans of the State did not vote for him, notwith- 
standing the insistent orders in many counties, and that was 
good, as Martin's short and myopic record in Washington is 
on a Tory par with that of our money loving friend of 30 
years ago (when a common chemical experience was shared), 
Al Hawkes, vho was summarily tossed out by the New Jer- 
sey Republican after his first term as U. S. Senator. If the 
Republican managers plot to put up anyone of the die-hards 
who are of the same unregenerate ilk as Senator Martin, then 
it would be the Democrats who could win with a Chinaman, 
and no expert is needed to prophesy that. 

If by some unique circumstance Eisenhower becomes the 
Democratic candidate, then indeed there would be a battle- 
royal, even tho' no one knows definitely where the General 
stands on any of the important issues. He is a natural, how- 
ever, as a symbol of a country unafraid and that is the 
sort of lift which is being sought by the average man in the 
street, who is struck with a great fear as to what the future 
has in store. In a lesser degree, Stassen also give off an aura 
of that high courage which is one of the chief needs of the 
momentous occasion and as a personal equation the Minne- 
sota man is head and shoulders over all of his active rivals. 
The pattern seems to be forming to have him on the ticket 
for Vice-President with Yandenburg as the Presidential nom- 
inee. That set-up would win handily over Truman, from all 
the data available, and those consistent and foot-free Repub- 
licans in a section like this, and also in such similar spots as 
Westchester County in New York, etc.. should try to see to it 
that the manipulators do not combine to sell their country a 
bill of goods and attempt to foist some Harding-like medi- 
ocrity on the nation as it confronts a challenge* which is 
charged with more peril than at any previous crisis in Amer- 
ican history. 

Narberth asserted 'itself grandly at the primaries, not 
particularly by voting for Stassen, but because so many- 
citizens made a conscientious and refreshing decision which 
was independent of any professional direction, and that cer- 
tainly is after the way of an enlightened and free people, 
well-girded to cope with any forces of evil that may assail 
them.

Dr. Gaitan Buried; Colombia 
Normal; Conference Ending

Sunday, April 25, 1948. 
Bogata. 

The work of the Ninth Interna- 
tional Confei-er.ce of the American 
States has rioceded with sreil 
vigor this past week. The dele- 
gates have been working at top 
speed in orde'- that, all may coino 
to an agreement, concerning the 
Pact by April 30th. 

Dr. Gaitan was buried Wednes- 
day with great ceremony, but nn 
"demonstrations" were evident. Al! 
business stopped for the day, and 
most cautious people remained in 
their houses. Even the Conference 
suspended its nctivities Wednesday 
to pay homage to the famous D>' 
Gaitan. After Gaitan was buried 
the various commissions begun lc 
move from th-> Gimnasio Moderno 
in the outskirts of Bogota to the 
Capitol Building. 

Normalcy is more or less re 
stored in Colombia. The "rebels ' 
no longer hoid any of the towns. 
and the army is in control. There 
are still no police nn the streets. It 
will he recalled that the assassin or 
Dr. Gaitan was a policeman in civil

clothes. The masses of course wero 
infuriated with the police. In ad- 
dition, it is believed that many of 
the police joined the "rebels." Ex- 
cept on a very few of the wides' 
streets, the Boy Scouts have tak- 
en over the direction of traffic. It 
is a rather surprising sight to s -e 
a young lad of ten or eleven play- 
ing the part of a traffic policeman. 
Since there are no traffic lights in 
Bogota, these boys have a big j ib 
lo perform, and they have been 
doing exceptionally well. 

Secretary of State Marshall mad.? 
his farewell speech at four o'clock 
Friday afternoon in the Comision 
de Iniciativas. One hour later, witn 
no ceremony whatsoever, he left 
Techo Airport in his plane. By 
staying in Bogota until the crises 
was well over, (general Marsha. 1 
emphasized the importance of the 
conference and detracted, from any 
success that subversive elements 
might have had in permanently 
stopping the o nference. Many peo- 
ple feel that General Marshall 
would not have remained here ir»- 
such, a long time if there had not

Return Parking 
Ordinance To 
Committee 

Further Study Required, 
Commissioners Decide 
After Hearing Apr. 28 

Lower Merion Township's pro 
posed new parking ordinance wps 
returned to it.-: special commitlej 
for further study last week, after 
a public heaiing failed to agree 
on its merits. 

Principal provisions of Ihe pro- 
posed ordinance an attempt by the 
township fathers to arrive at some 
solution for the growing parking 
problem, .is that all stores, apart- 
ment houses, hotels, churches and 
places of public gathering shall b>- 
requirec 1 to provide parking space 
in keeping with their size. 

While civic associations agreed 
that this was a laudable attempt 
at a solution, they made a special 
request that ihe board of zoning 
adjustment pay heed to "hardship 
cases." This would include small 
retail stores whose total area would 
not permit room for parking 
spaces. 

"What you need is not so much 
individual parking space as large 
parking lots, purchased by the 
Township and used to take ca-e 
of the problem in areas where 
many stores and shoos are cen- 
tered," said Frederick W. Dreher, 
spokesman fcr the Suburban 
Square Corporation. 

Dreher said that his organiza- 
tion had attempted to provide ade- 
quate parking for years, but found 
recently that v. hen it tried to buy 
up lots 1o turn into parking space, 
the purchase price had been run 
up to exhorbilant figures. He sug- 
gested that the township should 
consider the purchase and conver- 
sion of such lots as one of is 
primary objectives, if it were sin- 
cere in its attempt to remedy the 
situation. 

Among those; who approved the 
passage of the new ordinance, in 
whole or in part, were Main Line 
realtors George Pasfield and Jo- 
seph Cairns, Jr., and spokesman 
for the Overbrook Park. Penn Val- 
ley, Haverford, Rosemont, Wynne - 
wood and Merion Civic Associations 
and Ihe Wynnewood Improvment 
Association.

So far, the officials staled this 
week, a total of 60 par'ing tickets 
have been issued to shoppers who 
exceeded the lime limit, designated 
on the parking meters since their 
installation. 

Most of the complaints," an 
official stated, "were caused by the 
fact that no warning tickets were 
issued, and the fact that they had 
exceeded the time limit by only a 
few minutes. 

"If the shoppers would realize 
that the meter; elected on Wind- 
sor Ave. have a two-hour limit," 
the spokesman added, "l'iere would 
he less difficulty." 

Haverford Ave. and Narbenli 
Ave. are the streets most heavily 
used, while \\'inrisor A,'e. has had 
few cars parked. 

Money received from the meters 
will he used for general Borough 
purposes, aft^r the initial cost, has 
been repaid. Bcrough->e.:ords show 
that a total of $355 hvl been re- 
ceived so far. 

The breakdown includes $40 In- 
serted in the meters before they 
were in working order, $150 in- 
serted during the lirst. week, and 
$165 during the second week.
